“They hauled twenty tons of albicore 
at @ drag,” declared Capt. Juan 
Miratti, professional fisherman, speak- 
ing of Van Camp’s gigantic purse- 
net now being tried out off the south 
shore of Santa Cruz Island by Los An- 
Seles fishermen.

Miratti declares the success of the 
net seems assured, but says it means 
the doom of hundreds of fishermen, 
and that the men whose occupations 
seem en are in no kindly 
frame of mind. He says: 

“There are over 100 Italian, Por- 
tueuese. American and other nation- 
alities fishing off the island. They 
are having great hauls of albicore. 
They get their live baif in Pelican 
Bay where millions of young fries 
live. These they catch by net and 
keep in big tanks aboard. 

“They troll along the eoast until 
the first strike is had, and then they 
begin to throw over their live bait, as 
a lure. This attracts the albicore by 
the thousands, and the fishermen are 
kept actively employed in hauling up 
long strings of fish until their boats 
cannot hold any more. These men 
are fishing with lines, and they are 
already murmuring against the use 
of the big purse-net, which literally 
ge up vast schools of albicore at 
a drag.” 

Miratti says that though the lobster 
season is over a week off, lobster 
fishers have already begun to put out 
their lobster traps, and res

In De- 
cember the American - Hawalian 
Steamship Company will begin op- 
eration over a trade lane stretching 
from Boston to Honolulu, By way of 
this port. This concern also expects 
to shortly make New Orleans and 
Galveston ports of call, as does also 
the Luckenbach Steamship Company, 
with eight vessels, and Sudden & 
Christianson, with six. 

So, secure in rates of their own 
making, and with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission seemingly reluc- 
tant to heed the railroads’ plea to be 
allowed to reduce their Coast terminal 
rates to the level of the water car- 
riers, the steamship companies are 
cutting the very grounds from under 
the railroad companies. 

“It means bankruptcy for the rail- 
roads unless something is done,” said 
Mr. Gregson in d the situa- 
tion. 


FORCES IN GREAT DRAMA. 


The moving force in this great 
draima of traffic revolution had their 
birth, according to Mr. Gregson and 
others, the decision of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in the 
so-called intermountain rate case. 
Aiming to adjudicate all rates on a 
zone so that at no time should 
the rate to an interior point more 
than the combination of the water- 
terminal rate and the back-haul rate, 
the commission apparently did not 
foresee that the steamship companies 
would signalize the opening of the 
great ditch by a wholesale cut of rates. 
Nor, apparently, did the commis- 
sion foresee or take cognizance of the 
fact that many steamship companies 
would find it profitable to freight 
from the East to the West, following 
the opening of the distance-telescop- 
ing ditch, where they did not find it 
profitable before over the Horn route. 
Naturally, many lines had made com- 
petition and the result is that rates 
have been cut to the bone. 

So, with no power over the rates 
of the steamship companies, and with 
the railroads demanding that they be 
allowed to reduce Pacific’ Coast ter- 
minal rates before they have entirely 
lost their transcontinental business, 
the Interstate Commerce mmission 
is in more or less of a quandary. On 
the one hand, if the commission re- 
verses its decision in the intermoun- 
tain rate case or divests it of the zone 
provisions, the interior States will rise 
in wrath; while, on the other, if the 
commission does nothing, there are 
many who believe that ere long the 
railroads will be subsisting on the 


and on their passenger business. 
WILL. THERE BE COALITION? 
Then, too, there are many who pro-

| fess to believe that once the steamship 


companies are secure in possession of 
the freight business a coalition will 
follow which will result in a boosting 
of the water rates to a point just un- 
der the railroad rates. As the com- 
mission has no jurisdiction over the 
steamship companies, it is obvious 
that the steamship companies are 
their own judges and juries in this 
matter. - 


What the railroads desire is per- 
mission to reduce Coast terminal 
rates and allow interior rates to re- 
main the same pending gradual re- 
duction. As railroad officials put it, 
and there is no one to sutcessfully 
gainsay the assertion, the intermoun- 
tain rate decision is so worded that 
once the scalpel is applied to a Los 
Angeles rate, for instance, a similar

HOW THEY HAVE CUT. 


To get some idea of what the 
steamship companies, have done to 
rates, it need but be pointed out that 
since October 1 they have reduced 
from 20 to 60 per cent. on 500 dif- 
ferent commodities moving between 
the East and West. Also, the rail- 
roads claim, the reductions have all 
been on commodities which the rail- 
roads long moved at next to cost. It 
may seem to be a perversion of facts 
to say that the railroads are willing 
to move these commodities at even a 
lower price than they are now mov- 
ing them-—are willing to cut into 
their already small earnings to move 
them—but such is the case, The rea- 
son is that the railroads have large 
investments that they are unwilling 
to see inoperative in a revenue-re- 
turning line. Railroad officials also 
feel that eventually things will right 
themselves; that the natural growth 
of the West must result in eventual 
profitable business for both the raj]. 
roads and the steamship companies. 

An instance of what the steamship 
companies can do and are doing to 
the railroads follows: The rate on 
pickles from Chicago to Los Ange- 
les by rail is $2.45 2 hundred pounds 
The combination of the rail rate to 
New York with the water rate to this 
city is $1.20. Or take 100 pounds of 
hardware. It can be picked up at 
Chicago, moved to New York and 
transhipped there for this port at

PRISON DEFEATS 
SOCIETY’S AIM. 


I believed that once inside 
the walls of the prison a pris- 
oner should be healthfully and 
sufficiently fed and clothed, 
should have scientifically 
sleeping-rooms, should 
have his educational and 
‘physical deficiencies corrected, 
should have genuine industrial 
occupation, and above all clean, 
moral instruction. I am still 
believing the same thing more 
than before. 

I went to San Quentin  be- 
Meving that it was just such a 
place, but I came away know- 
ing that in all this earth, and 
possibly in all hell, there is not ; 
a place that is farther from 
what it was intended to be than 
San Quentin prison. I have 
seen men cry like starved chil- 
dren for food they relished, go 
without medical or dental 
treatment for months, come 
from the foul six-by-nine-feet 
cell unrested, go without school- 
ing they desired, turn with dis- 
gust from the torturous indus- 
trial occupations, and ewear like 
demons at the unjust and dev- 
lish treatment meted out to 
them unnecessarily. Before six 
months of their sentence have 
expired, I believe they have be- 
come incurably criminal at 
heart, whether they ever com- 
mit ea crime again or not. They 
might just as well become 
law-loving and law-abiding 
citizens again. And for this. 


there are feasts with a good substan- 
tial meal, like roast beef or pork, 
mashed potatoes and pies, but the bal- 
ance of the year it is the same fare, 
the same big kettles, dippers and 
waiters carrylig the slop pails, for 
such they look like. 
MAGGOTS NOT UNKNOWN, 

It is, however, true that the meals 
are very much better than they used 
to be under the former steward, who 
was discharged while I was there. I 
have it from the lips of many “old- 
timers” that it was no uncommon 
sight to have spoiled and sour meats 
served. In fact, there were often 
maggots in the stuff, and I have no 
reason to doubt the stories that in 
the cracks of the old tables maggo 
were often seen wriggling -while the 
men must eat on that table or starve. 
It was this condition of affairs that 
caused the prisoners to riot and wreck 
the old dining-room several years ago, 
and a few days after the steward had 
said, in answer to ,a protest from 
them, that he would make them eat 
their own filth.

In fact, in the very sight of the 
prisoners, fishermen catch the fish 
which belong to the State, haul them 
to San Francisco and sell them, and 
the State buys them and ships them 
back, to be used upon the officers’ 
tables only. And when a prisoner 
catches a fish tn hie spare time, with 
his own line, he is not allowed by the 
rules to cook and eat it—but his 
guard or officer takes it, and, I am 
told, has it cooked for himself in 
the guards’ or officers’ dining-roome. 
I, myself, have seen the guards take 
the fish away. 


PUNISHMENT AND | 
RULES OF PRISON. 


MINOR OFFENSES TREATED SE- 
 WERELY AS SOME OF THE 
SERIOUS CRIMTS. 


To answer back a guard even 
though abused shamefully is a serious 
offense and sends the man to the hole 
for a week. Having money, though 
but a penny in the pocket is a viola- 
tion. To carry anything from the 
dining-room even though to be eaten 
is forbidden. To trade tobacco for 
merchandise of any kind is against 
the rules ag is also the possession of 
a watch or a pin or any jewelry of 
value.. To bet on any game or for 
any purpose and to play any game for 
a consideration or for any article of 
merchandise brings a penalty. Read- 
ing any newspaper published in Cali- 
fornia is the rules. In the 
same category and carrying the same 
penalty and no more is fighting, as- 
saulting, breaking the machinery or 
materials, or committing the hellish 
and unmentionable sex crimes. As to 
the penalty there is no distinction be- 
tween the simple violation of such 
rules as I have above enumerated and 
those acts which are violations of 


prisoner 
loses his privileges and his parole 
for just as long for eating a piece of 
candy handed him in kindness by a 
visitor or guard as he does for com- 
mitting sodomy. And the length of 
the loss of privileges if any at all de- 
pends entirely upon the whim and 
mood of one man, in each and every 
Gase.

Why do you allow the prisoners in 
charge of the second-hand clothing, 
shoes, and hats to trade them boldly 
for stipulated number of sacks of 
tobacco and allow betting openly of 
tobacco on the ball or other games? 

Why do you allow your subordi- 
nates to use their clerks and runners 
as stool pigeons and yourself get all 
your information that way?

I will now give some concrete exam- 
ples of the lax and costly industria! 
methods which I observed in the 
prison. 

The State is building a number of 
cottages to rent to the guards. They 
have already a number of houses, 
built near the prison and on a biuff 
overlooking the walls and _ the bay, 
which are rented to officers for nor- 
|\mal sums, but no regular guard, so 
for as I know, lives in thie aristocratic 
‘neighborhood. In fact, it seems there 
‘4s more codfish aristocracy shown 
about San Queatin than Newport. 

The cottages the State is bulfld- 
for the use of the guards are not bullt 
en the biuff with the efficers’ houses, 
but on the flat back of the hog ranch. 
They are yery small, low structures of 
the bungalow four-room type, with 
bath. The ground was scooped away 
sufficiently to level the walls which 
were of concrete spaced into squares. 
This material must of course all be 
bought and hauled in, as there is no 
sand or gravel on the grounds. Yet 
within 500 feet of these cottages is 
the stone quarry where thousands of 
tons of rock could be ob- 
tained and cut into shape for stone 
foundations without cost by the pris- 
oners.

“Does the body jerk, or jump when 
they fall?”

SERVICE OF PRINCESS. 
Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, the daughter of Prince Chris- 


tian, has rendered England a service 
which will always be gratefully re- 


membered by the country, though par- 


ticulars of it, for the moment, are 


being rigorously suppressed by the 
censor. The  Schileswig-Holstein 
family are placed in a rather peculiar 
position. They are wholly German

His father bequeathed to the King, 
as Prince of Wales, a massive old 
British silver urn discovered in Wales 
gome years ago and believed to be 
of the ninth century and the only one 
of its kind in existence. The donor 
purchased it for $100,000 and its pres- 
ent value is far greater. But the fam- 
ily, Mke the Schleswig-Holsteins, are 
altogether German and the son of the 
present head is fighting for Germany. 

Now the Princess Victoria was a 
frequent guest at this house and it 
came to her knowledge that the head 
had made his home a depot for rifles 
for use by Germans in England should 
an invasion of the country be: suc- 
cessfully accomplished. The German 
in question was one of the highly 
placed aliens in England, who were 
entrusted with the direction and de- 
velopment of this plot to assist his 
countrymen in the event of their ef- 
fecting a landing in England and he 
was in touch with Germans al 
through the country. 

How much of the details of this 
plot came to the Princess Victoria's 
knowledge is not known, but her 
royal highness certainly learned that 
her host was very actively en- 
gaged in taking steps to assist Eng- 
land's enemy.

History has Repeated Itself 
at Peronne, France. 


Many ‘Animal Refugees now 
in the Paris Pound. 


Pets Suffer Severely from 
War's Vicissitudes.

PARIS, Oct. 8.—History has just re- 
peated itself at Peronne for the fifth 
or sixth time, with the occupation of 
the toWn by Emperor William's forces. 
It is a pretty, peaceful, sleepy town, in 


apparent pretension than that of at- 
tending to its own little business, and 


cut such a figure in history that it 
has succumbed to nearly every attack. 

There can scarcely be any other rea- 
son than that its situation makes it a 
gort of stumbling block in the way of 
forces bound for Amiens from the 
north. 

King Charles, the Simple, first gave 
Peronne right to immortality by dy- 
ing of hunger while a prisoner there 
in 929. A 
_ Charles the Bold began its series of 
captures by taking it in 1465 and ad- 
ded to its renown by imprisoning Louis 
XI there two days. The latter re- 
venged himself on both Charles the 
Bold and the town by capturing it 
in 1477. The Duke of Nassau is the 
only one who ever failed in an as- 
sault upon it; he was beaten by a 
woman, Catherine of Poix, who right- 
fully has her statue in the public 
square. The Duke of Wellington cap- 
tured it in his turn in 1815, and the 
Germans starved the little 


1870, but were obliged to allow it to 
march out with the honors of war. 

During nine bombardment 
eighty-two of its 700 houses were de- 
molished and 600 were rendered unin- 
habitable. In this case the German 
commander consented not to levy a

the inhabitants from all requisitions, 
which was all the same to them since 
there was nothing left in the place 
worth having.

ENTRY OF GERMANS. 
The circumstances of the entry of 


the Germans are characteristic of the 
present campaign. After an unequal 
struggle between a small detachment 
of Alpine chasseurs and infantry on 
the French side, and a strong con- 
tingent of cavalry, the Germans en- 
tered the town August 27, just as the 
subprefect left at the other side in 
an automobile carrying off the receipts 
of the postoffice and the tax depart- 
ment, amounting to a million and a 
half francs gold and several millions 
in bonds payable to bearer. | 

The Mayor and his substitute were 
both absent. Finding no one at the 
Hotel. de Ville, Col. Gotberg, the Ger- 
man Governor sent for M. Line, a city 
counsellor, and informed him that it 
would be necessary for him to get to- 
gether a commission of a dozen impor- 
tant citizens who should answer with 
their lives for the benevolent behavior 
of the citizens toward the German 
troops, and that the commission must 
present itself to the Governor within 
one hour or M. Line would be shot. 

From this committee the Governor 
demanded a war contribution of £.300,- 
000, which must be forthcoming the 
following morning. “We certainly 
shall not pay it,” replied M. Line, “be- 
cause all the money of the city and 
the receipts of the fiscal department 
have been transported to Rouen, and 
all the rich citizens are at the sea- 
shore; all we can do is to supply your 
troops with what they need while 


“I must have money,” persisted the 
Governor. “We have no money,” per- 
sisted M. Line. 

“You must pay me f.3000 in gold 
this very evening,” said the Governor, 
“and you shall furnish f£.400,000 worth 
of supplies; furthermore, if you've lied 
to me I'll know it, and I'll have your 
hide and that of the cure.” 

The following morning, declaring 
that the requisitions were not being 
filled with the necessary promptitude, 
the Governor inflicted a-further pun- 
ishment on the town in the form of a 
permission to the troops of two hours’ 
pillage of houses whose inhabitants 
were out. They were told to commence 
with the subprefecture to punish the 
cubprefect for having gone away with 
all the ready money. Everything mov- 
able was taken, even to the bedding, 
carted to the station and taken away 
by train the same evening. 

After the furniture had been re- 
moved the soldiers descended to the 
cellars and then started an orgie that 
ended in the burning of a dozen of 
the more important buildings in the 
center of the town.

‘JS DEPLORED. 


EUROPEAN WAR DESCRIBED AS 
A RELIO OF BARBARISM. 


Determined Effort to Prevent Cap- 
ture of Merchant Vessels to be 
Made as Result of the Great Con- 
flict—-Marconi First Honored by 
Americans. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.——That the 


mined effort to stop forever the cap- 
ture and destruction of merchant 
vessels was predicted by George C. 
Holt of New York today in an ad- 
dress here before the Maritime Law 
Association of the United States, of 
which he is president. 

In the Crimean War, he agaid, 
France and England allowed Russian 
ships six weeks to depart from ports 
unmolested after the declaration of 
war; Japan was allowed seven days 
and Russia two during the Russo- 
Japanese War, and Spain thirty days 
and the United States five during the 
Spanish-American War. 

“But no sooner was this war de- 
clared,”’ he added, “than the universal 
rapine began. It is reported that 
Great Britain detained ninety-five Ger- 


ports and Germany detained seventy- 
‘five British vessels in German ports at 
the outbreak of the war. All neutral 
ports in all parts of the world are 
crowded with idle ships of the bel- 
ligerents. They lie moored to the 
wharfs; their business is ruined and 
the commerce of the world is stoppéd 
in obedience to that relic of barbar- 
ism, the rule of international law that 
capture and destruction of an enemy's 
merchant vessels is legitimate in war.”

HOW GERMANS SINK A SHIP. 

Crew Ordered Off, Towed to Safety 

and the Seacocks are then Opened. 

All Belongings Left on Board.

LONDON, Oct. 21.—Capt. Johnson 
and sixteen men of the crew of the 
British steamer Glitra, of Leith, sunk 
by a German submarine, have arrived 
in Slavinger, Norway, from Skudesnea, 
according to a dispatch to the Reu- 
ter’s Telegram Company from that 
place. In telling of his experience, 
Capt. Johnson said: 

“The Glitra left Geangeniouth, Scot- 
land, Sunday noon with coal and coke 
for Slavinger. At 12:30 Tuesday after- 
noon the German submarine N-17 
popped out of the water to the star- 
board and stopped us, about nine 
miles southwest of Skudesnea No 
other craft was in sight. ~ 

“The submarine sent a aboard 
with five men. With revolvers in hand 
they ordered the English flag taken 
down, threatening to shoot me if I did 
not obey. Furthermore, they allowed 
me not more than ten minutes to let 
down the lifeboats and take off the 
crew. 

“I took down the flag, whereupon 
the German officer tore out of my 
hands and trampled it er foot. I 
was forced to take the ship's papers 
back when I attempted to take them 
off, and none of the crew was allowed 


to take any of his belongings. 
“The crew went in two lifeboats 


600 yards from the Glitra. Three Ger- 
mans remained aboard, searched the 
ship thoroughly and rapidly, and one 
of them evidently opened the bottom 
valve, because the rear of the ship

Letter from German Soldier 
Throws Light on War, . 


Scene m Forest Battle| 


Almost Beyond Belief. 


Many Men Fall from Bullets 
of an Unseen Enemy. 

(SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE } 

ROTTERDAM, Sept. 19.—Much of 
the news of the war gets into the 
German press in the form of letters 
which officers and privates at the front 


again been at the extreme front, after 
we had been given a chance to rest: 
up and get enough to eat. Our posi- 
tion is a dangerous one, being well 
advanced into the French lines, and 


fellows, and in German uniforms they 
would make a good appearance. In 
the French hotel porter uniform no- 
body looks smart.

“It is now 1 o'clock In the after- 
noon, and so far, we have not been 
disturbed. The dead are buried, and 
now we are lying under the trees en- 
joying a epell of quiet and the peace 
of the forest. I have just finished 
reading the newspapers to my 
worthies, and most of them are tak- 
ing a little noon nap. Everything 
about us is peaceful. The forest 
fragrant with the smell of foliage and 
pine needles, and the sky laughs in a 
wonderful blue. It is hard to believe 
that this is a scene on which men are 
butchered—the scene of what I saw 
yesterday. But the dull thud and 
fhunder of artillery in the distance 
reminds me of this.” 

Two days later the letter is con- 
tinued: 

“We are out of our . Yes- 
terday we began another advance and 
attack on the enemy's position. We 
are still in the forest and so far as I 
can judge from the map there are 
several kilometers of it yet, part 
brush, part high growth. 

“This ia dangerous territory for us, 
because the alternating strips of high 
trees and new wood make it easy for 
our opponents to get the best of us. 
The greatest caution is necessary and 
our edvance is a matter of taking one 
foot of ground after another. We just 
advance 200 meters and then down 
for cover. Bullets begin to chirp 
through the air. But of the enemy 
nothing is seen. 

“When the trees are big enough 
fairly good cover is offered by them. 


Directly the fire opens the battle line tlin

GOLD LUST. 


LIFES LURE By John G. Netharét. Mitchell 
Kenneriey, New York. 


ELDOM is a novel so brutal—many may, 

lacking appreciation for realism, call it 

vulgar—as “Life’s Lure” sustained by 
poetical quality. Truth unmasked is in the 
book, ‘and it is the truth of a mining camp 
in the '70’s, where rough men and women 
of a certain kind foregathered. 

A spendthrift, fresh from luxuries of the 
East, comes west to pick his fortune from 
the ground. Blake is not a strong character 
—ia not meant to be otherwise—and find- 
ing himself wretched and stranded readily 
accepts a loan from Devlin, the gambler 
unafraid. The letter which Blake writes to 


lin, is perhaps the finest passage in the 


Roaring Camp;” but is by no 
means a plagiarism. The boastful Punkins, 
fresh from the farm, whose fresh, boyish 
face belies the hard manner he assumes, 
a pathetic figure. Easily deceived, both 
y man and woman, he digs for gold where 
it is not and writes brave letters to his 
mother.

And when Lady Cassandra, who is firmly 
if not comfortably married, strangles and 
swoons away because of the bone a cate- 
ton is so alarmed as to be indiscreet. in 
the presence of the young maiden with 
whom he has plighted troth, he stoops over 
Lady Cassandra, imploring with passionate

The book is tiresome in length and un- 
interesting in plot. It seems to have been 
written primarily to offer the reappearance 
of Grizel Beverly, who was a popular char- 
acter in Mrs. Vaizey’s “Unknown Lovers.” 
Grizel married is attractive and lively, 
witty at times, and with a confidential ser- 
mon to Capt. Peignton and Lady Cassandra 
saves them from doing something rash.

It is a hard fight and a long fight—but there 
is only one way for the fight to come out; 
and though the reader may guess the end 
of the story there are sufficient incidents, 
surprises and complications to hold the in- 
terest.

WILD ROMANCE OF PARIS. 
LONE WOLF. By Leute Joseph Vance.

OUIS JOSEPH VANCE is incorrigible, 
If. genius had not endowed him with 
the most rampant imagination that ever 
set a twentieth-century scribbler’s fingers 


to itching, he would probably be the proud © 


author of several respectable novels. 
‘Whether he wrote “Joan Thursday” oe- 
cause he wanted to, or merely because he 
wanted to spite the critics by. showing 
them that he could write a really good novel, 
we do not know. Among Mr. Vance’s sins 
may not be enumerated that of confessing. 

In “The Lone Wolf’ he returns to the 
frantic, whirlwind romances of “The Black 
Bag.” “The Brass Bowl,” “The Bronze 
Bell” and “The Bandbox” type. It is a 
wonder that he didn’t call this latest novel 
“The Black Beast.” “The Lone Wolf” is 
the sort of a book we read in private, don’t 
stop until it is finished, and then denounce 
in public as being low-brow trash. 

We cannot call Mr. Vance a romance 
pot-bofler.

This would enable them to pump all 
day and all night and thus secure the 
Cheapest rates of the power company 
and without much inconvenience. 
The question then arose as to the 
cost factor in the reservoir construc- 
tion. The problem has been satisfac- 
torily solved by two men in the Eth- 
anee district. 

On the Hans Debes ranch the owner 
has built a reservolr 62x175 feet con- 
taining 750,000 gallons, which, cost 
him $200 to construct. it is essen- 
tially a piece of flat ground at the 
highest point on his land, around 
which earth banks four and a half 
have been plied with 
Fresno scrapers. Over these banks

He will tee them for pleas- | 
ure by stocking them with fish and 
ducks and also for utility in irriga-
